Introduction 

.As  a re\dew,  in  the  Presidential  elections  of  1896  and  1900  die  dominant  political  issue  was  the  silver  and  gold 
standard  at  the  ratio  of  sixteen  to  one.  Bryan  wanted  a dual  standard.  The  addition  of  silver  would  have  given  the  gov- 
ernment the  option  to  put  more  paper  money  into  circulation.  This  would  give  people  in  the  west  who  were  mining  sil- 
ver and  the  poor  workers  throughout  the  country  an  opportunity  to  have  actual  money.  Money  was  in  short  supply. 
There  was  not  enough  money  in  circulation  because  in  order  to  print  money  gold  was  required  to  be  held  in  reserve  to 
back  it  up.  Bryan’s  addition  of  silver  to  stand  along  with  gold,  at  the  ratio  of  sixteen  to  one  would  free  up  the  economy. 
This  was  Bryan’s  answer  to  strengthen  the  weak  economy  of  the  1890s.  McKinley  favored  maintaining  only  a gold  stan- 
dard to  back  United  States  paper  money.  By  doing  so  McKinley  would  keep  big  money  in  power.  There  were  great 
riches  in  large  silver  deposits  in  the  west.  The  power  brokers  in  the  east  were  afraid  their  empires  would  weaken  if  silver 
was  added  as  a standard.  A great  effort  was  put  forth  to  produce  hundreds  of  different  satirical  and  comparative  medals 
depicting  the  supposed  problems  with  Bryan’s  sixteen-to-one  theory.  These  medals  were  called  BRYAN  MONEY. 

It  was  1982  when  I started  to  record  the  availability  and  the  prices  realized  of  BRYAN  MONEY.  In  2001 
enough  new  information  had  been  assembled  to  publish  the  book  BRYAN  MONEY.  Now  in  2012,  a supplement  con- 
taining many  new  discovery  pieces  is  being  published,  including  a complete  price  guide  of  all  known  BRYAN  MONEY. 

It  is  still  possible  to  collect  the  many  varieties  of  BRYAN  MONEY.  The  current  prices  compared  to  the  rarity 
of  many  of  these  items  make  them  a bargain.  These  political  comparative  and  satirical  pieces  also  have  a cross-collec- 
tability. Collectors  of  political  memorabilia  are  strong  buyers  of  BRYAN  MONEY.  Some  examples  of  other  political 
memorabilia  with  Bryan  portrayed  on  them  are  the  16-to-l  theme,  the  gold  and  silver  issue,  party  slogans,  glassware, 
mechanicals,  satirical  items,  ceramics,  canes,  pins,  badges,  ribbons,  broadsides  and  items  associated  with  presidential 
hopefuls.  Usually  there  are  hundreds  of  different  related  items  for  each  individual  candidate.  William  Jennings  Bryan 
ran  for  president  three  times,  1896,  1900,  1908.  These  campaigns  produced  a plethora  of  collectibles.  The  gold  and 
silver  issues  were  years  1896  and  1900.  So-Called  Dollars  are  another  popular  area  of  collecting  that  includes  the  silver 
comparative  BRYAN  MONEY  pieces.  So-Called  Dollars  are  medals  that  are  dollar-sized  or  approximately  dollar  sized, 
38mm.  These  medals  usually  represent  important  events,  expositions,  fairs,  anniversaries  or  industrial  accomplish- 
ments. In  1963  Harold  E.  Hibler  and  Charles  V.  Kapppen  produced  a partially  illustrated  book  So-Called  Dollars. 
They  included  nearly  one  thousand  varieties  and  included  a total  of  sixteen  BRYAN  MONEY  pieces  Mthin  mo  sections. 

Earran  Zerbe’s  categorization  of  BRYANMONEY as  appeared  in  The  Numis7uatist,]u\y  1926,  page  376: 

“Only  the  tokens  dealing  directly  with  the  money  issue  in  the  Free  Silver  campaigns  and  that 
were  anti-silver  and  pro-gold  are  considered  as  having  a place  watiiin  the  title  Bryan  Money. 

There  were  numerous  tokens  in  support  of  the  free  coinage  of  silver  and  ordinar\'  tokens  and 
medals  relating  to  the  campaigns  and  their  candidates.  Metal  “gold  bugs”  and  “silver  bugs”  were  dis- 
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tributed  and  the  money  question  was  featured  in  other  fabrics  than  metal.  There  were  “Campaign 
Bills”  in  similitude  to  paper  money,  and  the  designs  of  the  silver  dollar,  in  white,  and  the  twenty  dol- 
lar gold  piece,  in  yellow,  were  machine  embroidered  on  dark  colored  silk  fabric  to  be  used  to  necktie 
and  other  purposes.  These  silk  fabric  “coins”  were  made  in  a factory  in  New  Jersey  and  are  very  rare, 
as  production  and  distribution  of  the  material  was  prohibited  soon  after  it  was  introduced. 

Bryan  Money  emphasized  imaginary  ills  to  come  from  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  and  did  its  part 
for  a re-endorsement  of  a single  gold  standard.  Some  of  the  types  had  the  ring  of  sincerity,  but  most 
of  them  were  a fanciful  exaggeration. 

The  caprice  of  “tinkers”  and  their  “home-made”  products  accounts  for  a good  number  of  the 
varieties  and  the  rarity  of  some;  and  commercial,  rather  than  a political  purpose,  was  the  reason  some 
types  were  made  in  quantity.” 


Current  Values 

To  only  have  listed  prices  of  the  BRYAN  MONEY  that  has  changed  hands  publicly  in  the  last  few  decades, 
would  have  been  “short  changing”  the  information.  I have  advertised  in  many  publications  for  the  purchase  of  BRYAN 
MONEY.  The  publication  of  the  book  BRYAN MONEY  in  2001  has  caused  other  collectors  to  contact  me.  The  prices 
listed  in  this  guide  have  been  secured  from  on-line  sales,  private  treaty  sales,  dealer  price  lists,  knowledge  of  the  frequen- 
cy of  availability,  traditional  public  numismatic  and  political  auctions. 

Condition 

The  condition  factor  has  been  of  great  importance  especially  for  the  struck  silver  issues  (1-99  series)  in  regard 
to  their  price.  The  current  interest  in  SO-CALLED  DOLLARS  and  having  them  encapsulated  by  third  party  grading 
services  has  caused  prices  to  rise  several  times  over.  The  condition  is  clear  when  you  have  a 1-99  series  silver  piece  grad- 
ed by  a major  grading  service.  On  the  other  hand,  at  this  time,  very  few  Bryan  pieces  have  been  professionally  graded. 
One  can  average  the  standard  grading  for  large  size  silver  coins  as  a guide  for  the  1-99  series.  Base  metal  satirical  pieces 
are  a different  story.  Cast  base  metal  pieces  although  pristine,  displaying  original  surfaces,  most  often  are  of  poor 
detail.  An  old  numismatic  term  “as  minted”  well  describes  condition  for  the  cast  group.  These  pieces  were  never  in  cir- 
culation and  seldom  carried  on  one’s  person.  Therefore  there  was  almost  never  any  wear.  VVhat  can  be  found  are  rim 
bumps,  scratches  and  graffiti.  Accidental  damage  and  deliberate  abuse  are  often  the  fate  of  large,  heavy  inexpensive 
medals.  We  have  to  be  forgiving  within  the  cast  group.  Of  course  a well  executed  specimen  will  command  a premium.
